Definitions, etc. 


2. The wage rates used in the compilation of the indexes 
are the lowest rates for a full week’s work (excluding 
overtime) prescribed for particular occupations in awards 
or determinations of Federal or State industrial authori- 
ties; in collective agreements registered with these author- 
ities; or in unregistered collective agreements where these 
are dominant in particular industries. The indexes are 
designed to measure movements in prescribed minimum 
rates of wages as distinct from salaries; those awards, etc. 
which relate solely or mainly to salary earners are 


industry; in addition the hourly rates exclude shipping 
and stevedoring, for which data to compute hourly wages 
are not available. The weekly and hourly wage rates for 
adult females exclude rural industry, mining and quarry- 
ing, and building and construction. 


5. The annual changes shown in Tables 1, 2 and 4 
measure the percentage change from the same month for 
the previous year. The percentages may fluctuate from 
month to month owing to the timing of significant award 
changes.
